General Foch't matter blow of the 
year hat fallen and the German* are 
today in precipitate retreat over a 
30-mlle front between Soltsens and 
Reims. 

The great salient, over 20 miletdeep. 
which the Germans drove into the al- 
lied front when they lunged south- 
ward from the Aisne heights on May 
27, has been virtually wiped out. 

Soissons, the pivot of the whole Ger- 
man right flank, hae been taken by the 
allies, and French cavalry has reached 
the Viielly river west of Reims. 

The German retreat threatens to be- 
come a rout with a great German 
of the Andre salient 



Paris, Aug. .V— Allied sdvnnee ele- 
ments on the Alsne-Marne front hnve 
reached the Vezllly river. 

(The Veillly constitutes part of the 
of defense towards which the 
have been retreating for 
wo weeks. The ullled 
forces north of Fere-en-Tardeuols were 
hetwe«* five and six miles from tbe 
Vaattal on Friday.) 

The allies have continued their ad- 
vance over a front of about !4U miles, 
smashing the German front between 
Fere-en-Tardeuols and VUls-en-Tar- 
denols.

All along the Crise river, south of 
Koissons, the Germans were thrown 
buck and the allies gained the northern 
bank.

So raphl whs the advance along the 
allied center that the Oermans were 
ipelled to retire precipitately. 

The allies have advanced nearly 
three utiles north of Bols Meunlere 
(which the Americans captured on 
Wednesday). 

They have reached and taken by 
storm the village of Coulonges. 

On the eastern wing of the salient 
the encircling movement agalust Vllle- 
en-Tardeiiols met with complete suc- 
cess. In this zone the Oermans were 
hurled back between three and and 
four miles from the Dormant-Reims 
roa.l and at last reports were endeav- 
oring to make a stand on the line of 
Vezllly and Therry.

Ludendorft Orders Mis Soldier, to Hit 
U. S. Men Hard. 

Washington, Aug. 6. — General Per- 
shing's communique contains this: 

"Tlie following Is a translation of an 
order from Oennan great headquar- 
ters, transmitted by tbe first army to 
the Hchemettow corps. June 1, 1018: 

■ 'In order to hinder the formation 
of an American army In France, It la 
Important that tbe American troops 
engaged along the front be struck as 
hard as possible. It ta Intended to 
use these troops as a nucleus h 
fonnatlous. (Signed) Ludendorff.'

The War Personnel Board of the

This was considered a typical month 
in recruiting. Of this number, 495 
men and BJ women were assigned to 
overseas duty. The number en- 
listed for work in the home camps 
was 22V men. Illinois and Chicago 
bs.k the lead in recruiting, with a 
total of 141 men and women assigned 
to foreign and domestic duty. Ohio 
followed with R1 men and women, 
and Iowa took third place with 73 
recruits. Indiana and Kentucky tied 
fur fourth place with 69 rOMUHl 
from each state. Other states re- 
presented in a table of totals for re- 
cruiting just received as follows:

crop ha« been well cared fojr 
previous to this lime. The use of 
• horse cultivator after this stage 
of xr .wth is likely to do some in- 
jury to the crop by knocking off 
blooms. However, if your field is 
very weedy, it probably will be ad- 
visable for you to go over your plot 
with a hoe. 

Although harvest time is still a 
little way off, we should be con- 
sidering the proper handling of the 
crop when it matures. 

When grown mainly for 
soybeans should be allowed to de- 
velop fully. The best time to har- 
vest is when most of the leaves 
have fallen, but before the pods 
and stalk have !>oeome too hard and 
brittle. This may be anywhere 
from the middle of August to the 
middle of 'September, depending 
upon the variety and planting date. 
If allowed to become too dry much 
of the seed will be shattered out 
and liwt. Soybeans are sometimes 
cut for seed when I he first leaves 
begin to fall. If cut at this stage 
practically as much seed is saved 
as when the plants are allowed to 
mature more fully and the straw 
makes better feed than when more 
mature. 

In harvesting soybeans it is the 
practice either |0 cut off the plant 
close to the ground or to pull up 
the plant roots and all. On large 
fields soybeans are usually harvest- 
ed with a binder, self-rake reaper, 
or a mower. Smaller plantings, 
such as you have, may be cut with 
a scythe or pulled by hand. After 
cutting, the vines should be left in 
small piles to dry out for a few 
days. When thoroughly dry the 
beans mny be stacked, put under 
cover, or threshed directly from the 
Held. Soybeans cannot bo satisfac- 
torily threshed unless thoroughly 
dry, for when slightly damp the 
pods are tough and much seed re- 
mains nnthreshed. In my next let- 
ter I will tell you how to thresh 
out your soybeans.

FIELDS THAT FIGHT 
DOM 

A field that fights for freedom is 

one in which every art of the farmer 
MM been used to make it yield a 
maximum amount of food. 

A wheat field that fights for free- 
dom will be one which has received 
careful preparation, is supplied 
with a plentiful amount of phos- 
phorous and has been sown with 
the best seed wheat available. 
Stubble ilelds that are to be sown 
to wheat this fall should be thoro- 
ly disced before plowing and should 
be plowed before August 10, aa 
wheat will not produce a maximum 
yield unless the ground is firm and 
compact 

After the stubble field bas been 
plowed, it should be dragged down 
promptly to level and pulverize it 
so as to conserve the moisture. It 
should then be disc-harrowed, then 
rolled and finally harrowed. The 
better the preparation, the greater 
the yield. nn-1 every field must do 
it- beV. 

Boy bean and cow pea fields 

must be thoroly finished by drag- 
ging and rolling, or the yield will 
be disappointing. Every field that 
grew tobacco this summer should 
be sown to wheat this fall, as wheat 
does well following tobacco. A to- 
bacco field that is not sown to wheat 
will be a elacker field. 

Only the best seed wheat should 
be sown and the rate of seeding 
should be from m to 2 bushels per 
The Kentucky Experiment 
las proven that the best 
variety is the Jersey FulU. Wheat 
should not be sown too deep. The 
right depth is from 1 to 1ft indies. 

All seed wheat should be treated 
with blue stone or formalin to pre- 
\. i t -inut, because the wheat field

\t least :i; p,. r cent of the diges- 
tible material of the corn plant is 
left in the stover when the ears 
only are used.

How Corn in 
But suppose the drv stover is fed 
as rOUghage, Even then it Is not 
saved as completely as In silage. 
When, under ordinary farm con- 
ditions, corn is cured in the shock, 
(lie loai of dry matter is approxi- 
mately MJ per cent and may be as 
In-'h as l!> per cent. These losses 
are due fo the breaking off of leaves 
by the wind and in handling, and 
to destructive fermentations. The 
MM -f dry matter in the silo is very 
■light when the silo is fight and 
the sjlaee well packed at the time 
of filling. As silaee. the cornstalk 
is consumed, but as stover, unless 
it is shredded, only the leaves are 
eaten, and even then, a irreat part 
of fhe stalk is discarded. Some 
feeding experiments show that even 
in shredded stover, the portion dis- 
carded is as hiirh as 31 per cent. 
Tl is is in addition to the loss of 
dry mailer during the curing pro- 
cess. 

Make Silage of Immature Crop 

Too frequently an unfavorable 
season like that of last year results 
in the loss of the whole corn plant 
or In immature, soft corn that is 
of litlle value. By far the best 
method to utilize corn which Is Im- 
mature 'at harvesting time Is 4V> 
put it into fhe silo. Even frosted 
corn will make satisfactory 
silnire If harvested at once If It 
becomes dry. if may be saved bv 
addinir water during the filling 
process.

The canners have 
worked out a table for saving sugar 
in their canneries which the house- 
wife may me to advantage. Many 
fruits should be blanched for the 
purpose of Having sugar. I'lums, 
grapes, herriis and cherries being 
the only exceptions. , 

St raw berries, raspberries, black- 
berries, loganberries, and cherries 
re.piue a syrup made of (wo and a 
half pounds of sugar, to three 
.piarts of water. The fruit must 
he well washed, packed in the Jars, 
covered with the boiling syrup, and 
-learned in the washboiler for 
twenty minutes. If the jars have 

I n used for other purposes they 

should be sterilized by boiling them 
tlve minute* after they have been 
thoroughly washed. 

Itlneherries and huckleberries 
re.pure a syrup made of two pounds 
and a half of sugar to four quarts I 
of water, they mi t-t he steamed in 

the washboiler or canner for twen- 
ty minutes. 
Cultivated grapes require a syrup 

in ide of one | nd and nine ounces 

of sugar to three quart* of water. 
Wild grapes require more sweet- 
ening, hence the stfrup musl be 
made of two and a half pounds of 
suirnr. to three quarts of water. 
I'lums. both wild and cultivated, 
call for two pounds and a half of 
siiuar. to four quarts of water. Both 
grapes and plums should be ster- 
ilized in the boiler for twenty min- 
ute*. 

Currants and gooseberries should 
be blanched for one minute, that is.

Kour or 
live tahlespu.nis of salt should be 
added to the cold water used for 
the apples to sel the color. The 
poaches, in the majority of instan- 
ces, may ho skinned. Apples, pears 
and quinces require one pound nine 
ounces of sugar to three quarts of 
water, peaches two pounds ami a 
half of sugar, to four quarts of wa- 
ter. Quinces, apples and pears 
should be sterilized twenty-five 
minutes, and peaches twenty. 

'Hie fruit should be blanched, 
BoM . lipped and picked into jars 
immediately, 'i he polling hot syrup 
musl then be po.in o over it, the top 
set in position, the jar placed in the 
boiler, which is already partially 
filled with boiling wator. New 
rubbers should be used ill every in- 
stance If screw lop jars are used 
the jar lid should be screwed down 
as tightly as possible while Ihe rub- 
ber is hot Just after it is taken out 
of (he boiler, and the |op should 
never be disturbed again. If glass 
lopped Jars me used for canning 

the lids should be tested three or 
four days, by lifting the jar, by the 
top; If it conies off, the jar will not 
keep, but if it remains firmly in 
position, it will keep indefinitely.

He himself makes 
this clear when he says "by me If any 
man enter In he shall he saved." "Any 
man" Includes every man, and ex- 
cludes no man. Jesus Christ, the open 
door Into salvation, swings wide open 
|M . very ..ne to enter In. This alto la 
clearly taught In the Scripture*. Our 
Lord himself bids all nfen to com* to 
him and the all Inclusive word of th* 
(lospel la "whosoever." In this connec- 
tion It Is usually coupled with another 
Imporlntit word that we do well to pon- 
der, and that la the word "will:" "who 
soever will." we read, "may come;" and 
again "whosoever will, let him take of 
the water of life freely." 80 we see 
that while Jesus Christ Is tbe open 
i|..or for all, the question of t-otering 
that door depends up.. 11 the wills of 
those for whom the door swings wide 
..pen. Jesus never coerces anyone Into 
entering through htm the open door, 
Into aalvatlon; he Invites, entreats and 
constrains all to enter, but never com- 
pels anyone to enter. This puta the 
question of entering the open door 
squarely before each person. Christ 
Is the ..pen door for all Into salvation, 
but whether one enters or not U a 
matter of his own will. This Is why 
Jesus said to men In his day to whom 
he appealed: "Ye will not come uuto 
me that ye might have life." What • 
s. lem niiing truth It Is, that our salva- 
tion depends ti|Min our willingness to 
accept the offer of salvation fully pur- 
chaaed hy Christ and freely offered to 
the world In him. In other plain 
words, that we may be aaved. or not 
aa we chmise. If we enter through 
Christ, the open door, we shall be 
aaved; If we choose not to enter, we 
shall be hist It Is not enough, yon 
see, to know that Chrlr.t la the only 
open door Into salvation and the open 
door for all. If he Is to be our Savior, 
he must, as the open door, be made 
use of, otherwise how can he avail us? 

We should ais.. note that ChrUt la 
the open door Into service for those 
who have entered. Of such he says 
they "shall go In and out and Mud pas 
ture." Sustenance for the Christian 
Is found not only In the study of the 
Bible, and other means of grace, but 
as well, we see from our text. In Chris- 
tian aervlce. 

Christ does not Intend that those 
who are saved shall rest In eaae ; rath- 
er he means that they ahall serve and 
In service find strength.
